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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Request For Consideration After Final Action, dated July 22, 2004, is 
acknowledged. 

Upon further review of pending claims, which include claims 34-41 that were 
added in Paper No. 10, the Examiner noted that they are directed to inventions in two 
different statutory categories (see MPEP 806.05(e)). The claims are therefore further 
resectable, in addition to the previous election requirement based on plurality of 
species (see 8/5/02 Office Action). 

Accordingly, the 4/22/04 Final Office Action is withdrawn and replaced by this 
Office Action. The previous withdrawal from consideration of claims 34-41 is also 
rescinded. The restriction based on species in the 8/5/02 Office Action is maintained. 
We regret any inconvenience to the Applicant. 

Election/Restrictions

806.05(e)). In this case, the apparatus can be used as a servicing platform in a wet 
storage facility for spent nuclear fuel. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
